Chino Hills 
Bill Passes 


A possible deterrent to an airport 
being built in the Chino Hills, long 
fought by home owners in this area, 
received a strong push forward 
Monday with a second affirmative 
vote on Assembly Bill 37 in the 
California Assembly. 

The second action followed a first 
vote Thursday sponsored by author 
of the bill, Assemblyman John 
Briggs (R-Fullerton) in which the 
assembly passed the legislation with 
a resounding 56 to 8. 

The bill would require that a 
majority of voters within a 72 mile 
radius of the proposed airport, must 
approve the plan before an airport 
could be constructed. 

On the first vote of the current bill, 
Assemblyman Robert H. Badham 
(R-Newport Beach), had indicated 
that he believed there had been 
insufficient time allowed for 
discussion on the legislation and 
stated that he would bring the bill 
before the assembly again for 
reconsideration. 

Assemblyman Briggs’ office 
reported Tuesday that Briggs had 
reintroduced the legislation with 
affirmative results. The bill has now 
been forwarded to the California 
Senate.

Library Employees 
Seek OCEA Status 


Seeking affiliation with the 
Orange County Employees Associa- 
tion (OCEA) a majority of the 
employees of the Placentia Library 
District will petition the Library 
Board of Trustees Wednesday night 
for recognition. 

David Snow, Library Director said 
that his office is in receipt of a letter 
from eleven employees, a majority 
of the staff, requesting recognition 
to negotiate salaries and benefits for 
the district and to serve as the 
bargaining unit. 

The action is a first in the district 
which has been in existence in some 
form since 1919. 

The OCEA also is one of the major 
representation groups for Placentia 
city employees. 

Snow said that the action does not 
include the director, his assistant, 
$629 to $887 for librarians. Snow’s 
assistant is on a rdnge from $836 to 
$1,064 a month and the director's 
salary is scheduled between $1,014 
to $1,295 a month. 


Snow said that the district 
operates on a tightly balanced 
budget and that any large increases 
in salaries or benefits would 
necessitate going to the public for a 
vote to increase the tax rate...‘‘and 
having it pass.’’ 

Snow reported that the board of 
trustees will review the request at 
their Wednesday night meeting and 
“‘make a _ determination.’’ The 
trustees also will receive the first 
presentation of the coming fiscal 
year’s preliminary budget. 
his secretary or the library pages. 
Those involved are _ librarians, 
library assistants and clerks. 

Library benefits, Snow reported, 
now include two weeks vacation 
after a year’s tenure, 3 weeks after 
five years and four weeks after 10 


years. Included is district paid 
medical insurance and a retirement 
program. 


Salaries run from $430 to $522 a 
month for clerks; $530 to $677 a 
month for librarian assistants and 


estate outlet is franchised. 

The Scarpas and the city are also 
in litigation over the Scarpas efforts 
to locate their business in a free 
standing building in Placentia’s 
Town Center.

Right 
after Mr. Scarpa signs his name, and 
in the immediate area from there to 
the bottom of the column, are 
several thousand words of Mr. 
Scarpa’s personal opinion. Usually 
the last paragraph is devoted to 
‘Herbie’s Best Buy’, and at the 
bottom of the column is the Herbert 
Hawkins’ identifiable logo.

strike by disposal drivers and 
helpers was completely ended a 
week ago, said that the city of 
Placentia is now on regular pick-up 
schedule beginning Monday of this 
week. 

Drivers and helpers, members of 
the Teamsters Union Local 396 were 
accorded a 72 cent an hour raise with 
a 25 cent an hour increase for each of 
the two ensuing years. 

The boost raises drivers salaries 
to $4 an hour and helpers to $3.75. 
Drivers will accelerate to $4.50 in 
three years and helpers to $4.25. 

Rangel said that the current rates 
for trash pickups' would make it 
impossible for his company to 
absorb the estimated $190,000 a 
year increase in salaries. He 
predicted that Jaycox would be 
petitioning the Placentia City 
Council ‘‘within 30 days.’’ 

End of the strike Wednesday put 
the Jaycox fleet back on the streets 
to tackle the mounting piles of trash 
that had accumulated over the past 
nine days. Rangel said that extra 
trucks had been rented from Los 
Angeles and put to use through 
Saturday to make sure that the 
mounting debris was cleaned up 
before Sunday. 

Regular schedules were then 
announced for Monday. 

Concerning any reduction in bills 
for missed pickups of commercial 
and residential accounts, Rangel 
said that it would be necessary for 
him to meet with city of Placentia 
officials regarding the issue. 

‘*We do not think that that many 
people took their refuse to the 
dump,”’ he stated. ‘‘There was the 
inconvenience but we do extra 
services for our customers especially 
at Christmas time.’’ 

Rangel said that at the Yuletide 
season, his trucks collect an 
overabundance of waste beyond the 
‘weight limitations’’ which are in 
the city contract but which his 
company does not enforce. 

The company vice president, who 
is a Placentia resident, said that the 
wage increases would be accorded to 
approximately 130 people his 
company employs.

In 1935, a gifted German woman, 
“Triumph of the Will’. It was brilliantly 


documentary-style movie, 


Leni Riefenstahl, created a 


executed, but chilling as a portent of Nazi totalitarian power. Its purpose: 


propaganda, to glorify the Nazi cause. 


In 1975 American theaters are showing a movie created by two gifted 
young film makers, Bert Schneider and Peter Davis: ‘‘Hearts and Minds’’. It 
too, is in documentary style and is brilliantly executed and chilling. 

Its purpose: propaganda, to show that Americans are simple minded, 
jingoistic sadists and that the North Vietnamese conquerors of South 


Vietnam are high-minded patriots. 


The microphone and the eye of the camera don’t lie, of course. They 
record words and actions as they happened. But in ‘‘Hearts and Minds’’, 
careful editing and reassembly of bits of film out of context produce a 


devastating effect. 


As in all wars--indeed all human activities--some participants in Vietnam 
said and did noble things; some, ignoble things; others, shallow things. 
Messrs. Schneider and Davis prefer the Big Lie technique, juxtaposing bits 
of the truth in such a way as to distort the point to their ends. 

For example, Gen. William C. Westmoreland makes an observation about 
the fundamentally different view of human life that prevails in the Orient. 
He commented about ‘‘the cheapness of life’’ there. The next shot selected 
was of Vietnamese mourning their dead. You get the idea. 

We see the agonies of war, but no hint that any South Vietnamese really 
cared about the preservation of his nation against the invaders from the 
North. It is strictly a matter of the liberty-loving North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong, versus Bloodthirsty America. Apparently, Schneider and Davis 
haven't studied much Indochina history. 

Despite it s heavy propaganda message, ‘‘Hearts and Minds’’ has been 
greeted by several major film critics with panegyrics. 

Whether these were inspired by the obvious technical skills of the film 
makers, by philosophical compatibility or simply by herd instinct one can 


only guess. 


Now comes the Adademy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences, dispensers 
of the Oscars, and an organization which has been taking its lumps in recent 


years. For exampk: 


George C. Scott'refused an Oscar for his superb title role portrayel in 
‘*Patton’’. Marion Brando sent a bogus Indian princess to collect his Oscar 


and deliver a lecture in sociology. 


A nude streaker jogged by the television cameras, and this year Dustin 
Hoffman announced he'd watch the proceedings on television, saying that 
the Hollywood celebrities in the live audience would be so heavily sedated 
with drink as to make nothing but spectacles of themselves. 

The academy isn’t known for either its political sagacity or its penetrating 
understanding of world affairs, but that didn’t deter them from selecting 
“Hearts and Minds”’ as the year’s best ‘‘documentary”’ film. As if this high 
praise wasn’t enough for a film that is, in effect, propaganda for the 
Vietnamese Communists, Schneider said, ‘‘Isn’t it ironic that our film wins 
this award just as Vietnam is about to be liberated?’’ He then read 
telegram of ‘‘greetings’’ from a Viet Cong official. The audience cheered 


Maybe Dustin Hoffman was right. 


Our leaders made a grave mistake in sending American soldiers to a war 
they were not allowed to wifl..Any cause worth dying for is worth winning. 
Still, hundreds of thousands of young men went in the hope that what they 
were doing would save a small nation from its invaders. They are worthy of 
more than the oversimplification and distortions of Schnéider and Davis. 

Josef Goebbels was fond of saying that if you told a big enough lie often 
enough, people would believe it. He proved it in World War II Germany. I 
think Americans are more sophisticated and know one when they see one. 
Let us hope so if they go to see ‘‘Hearts and Minds’’. 
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school could do about the matter 
because of the ‘‘open campus’”’ 
policy. Hobbs quoted the principal 
as saying...“‘It’s out of our 
hands...why don’t you call the 
police.”’

Mrs. White explained. The men are 
paid five cents for each poppy. 

Wearing a poppy on Poppy Day 
was first started as a memorial to 
America’s dead and disabled service 
men after World War 1, Mrs. White 
reports. 

“Soldiers returning from Europe 
in 1918 were familiar with the wild 
poppies that bloomed in _ the 
battlefields of France and Fland- 
ers,’’ she continues. The first 
national Poppy Day in the United 
States was held in 1921. : 

“Our Poppy Day purpose has 
always been to honor the war dead 
by assisting the living,’’ Mrs. White 
said. 

Money from the sale of the 
poppies, above the cost, goes to the 
purchase of special needs equip- 
ment at the veterans’ hospital. 
School donations, Mrs. White said, 
have been used in the past for an 
especially designed wheel chair for 
orthopedic and vascular patients. 

Proceeds also go toward scholar- 
ships for ward parties, for the 
veterans gift shop, where patients 
can select free gifts for their families 
at Christmas time.

Eyes Plans 


Members of the Tri-City 
Park Authority, the govern- 
ing body of Tri-City Park 
and Lake Placentia, viewed 
presentations at their meet- 
ing last week, to determine 
selection of a landscape 
architectural firm to devel- 
op the 40-acre property. 

Presentations were made 
by Courtland Paul-Arthur 
Beggs of Corona Del Mar 
and Reynolds  Environ- 
mental Group of Newport 
Beach. 

Both firms recommended 
leaving the sub-regional 
park, owned by the three 
cities of Placentia, Fullerton 
and Brea, with Orange 
County also participating, 
in as natural a state as 
possible. 

Among the features 
mentioned at the presenta- 
tions were a bridge over the 
lake, piers out into the lake 
for fishing, a bicycle grand 
prix, use of the eucalyptus 
and orange trees, running a 
stream through the park, 
and use of rocks at shore 
edge. 

Other vistas included 
grassy meadows, cattails, 
an island in the center of the 
lake, a lake-oriented res- 
taurant, a place to rent 
boats and an environment 
that would attract unusual 
birds.

Careers Eyed At Valencia 


Deciding ‘‘what to be 
when I grow up” is an 
exciting, imaginative game 
for young children, but for 
high schoolers it becomes 
serious business. 

Students at Valencia 
High School in Placentia are 
finding it still takes a lot of 
imagination, but they’re 
getting a lot of help through 
a new program which helps 
them find their aptitudes, 
explore occupational alter- 
natives and prepare for job 
experiences. 


‘All of our sophomores, 
approximately 320  stu- 
dents, enrolled in the driver 


education/guidance course 
get 28 days of career and 
college exploration,’ ex- 
plained Dan Harrington, 
head counselor. ‘‘So far, 
‘we're getting mixed results 
from the kids, but most of 
the reactions are enthusias- 
a.” 


Students are not tested or. 
graded on what they learn 
through their experiences 
in the campus Career 
Center. 


The course begins with 
the high school experience, 
information about gradua- 
tion requirements and 


electives available in var- 
ious occupational areas, 
including the Work Exper- 
ience program and the 
Regional Occupational Pro- 
gram. 


A day also is spent 
exploring the local college 
scene and several days 
devoted to tests which help 
students pinpoint their 
interests and aptitudes. 

“We find that many 
students don’t know them- 


selves well enough to 
realize what really makes 
them happy,’’ Harrington 


noted. ‘‘We spend some 
time analyzing the concept

of success in individual 
value systems.”’ 

The culmination of the 
course is a report prepared 
by each student on a career 
area of their choice. All 
students have access to the 
materials available in the 
Career Center and investi- 
gate all aspects of the 
employment world from 
interviews and applications 
to pay checks. 

“One of our biggest 
problems is to keep our job 
information up to date,”’ 
Harrington said. ‘We 
constantly find that our unit 
on ‘Jobs of the °70’s is 
outdated, and materials 
which say there is a demand 
for employees in an area is 
completely wrong.”’ 

The course is a coopera- 
tive effort among Harring- 
ton and counselors Lee 
Ostberg and Donna Torger- 
son and Gary Jones, drive 
ed/guidance teacher.

Reflecting today’s eco- 
nomic conditions, the small 
‘‘barebox’’ house--a strip- 
ped .950 to 1,350-sq.-ft. 
single-family home--will be 
the best selling house in 
1975. 

That prediction was made 
in Washington, D. C. last 
week by George Fulton, 
marketing vice president of 


Walker & Lee, Inc., 
Anaheim. 
Fulton spoke at the 


Construction Housing Sem- 
inar staged by Producers 
Council, Inc., a national 
organization of building 
products manufacturers. 
Answering the question, 
‘‘Who Will Buy What and 
Why in 1975?’’, Fulton said 
that his predictions were 
based on statistics from the 
firm’s computerized buyer 
profile data bank on more 
than 26,000 home sales 
during the last four 
years--and on current 
trends observed and com- 
puterized buyer profile data 
bank on more than 26,000 


home sales during the last 
four years--and on current 
trends observed and com- 
piled by 10 associates in the 
firm’s research depart- 
ment. 

‘“‘When times get 
tough,’’ said Fulton, ‘‘peo- 
ple seem to seek the 
psycological security of a’ 
single-family house, as 
apposed to a condominium. 
They're willing to settle for 
less house on a smaller 
lot--and probably farther 
out--but they want that 
detached house.”’ 

THE BEST SELLER 

“So, the single-family 
house of 950 to 1,350 sq. 
feet will be the best and 
most stable seller--if build- 
ers provide it in sufficient 
numbers. This will be a 
stripped package’ with 
partial carpeting; optional 
family room, fireplace, and 
dishwasher; and perhaps 
such economical touches as 
simulated wood plastic 
beams. It'll look good from 
the outside, but there’ll be

lots of unfinished areas 
inside: bonus rooms in the 
attic, behind the garage, or 
on the upper or lower levels 
in bi-level and_ tri-level 
models. And it'll only have 
one or one-and-one-half 
baths. It will be on a 6,000 
sq. ft. lot in one of the new 
bedroom communities, on 
the next perimeter out from 
the most current develop- 
ment. The prices will be low 
for 1975: $30,000 to 
$35,000. This house will be 
aimed at young marrieds 


and will cut into the 
townhouse market.”’ 
Fulton saic' that the 


second best seller also will 
be a single-family home. 
The next size up, it will have 
1,350 to 2,000 sq. ft. and 
will be priced at $40,000 to 
$55,000. It should appeal to 
the 30-to-40-year-old mark- 
et and will have ‘‘a bit of 
style with a formal dining 
room, nice kitchen with 
wide breakfast bar, and an 
almost lavish master suite; 
but small secondary bed- 


rooms. This home will be on 
a 6,000 to 8,000 sq. ft. lot in 
one of the new bedroom 
communities.”’ 

OTHER TOP SELLERS 

Fulton cited six other 
types of houses that also 
should sell well in 1975: 

Moderate-sized patio 
homes of 1,250 to 1,700 sq. 
ft., selling for $40,000 to 
$55,000. On 4,500 to 5,500 
sq. ft. lots, these will be in 
relatively well built-up 
suburban areas and will 
appeal to buyers in the 
25-to-35 age range. ‘‘This 
house presents well, has a 
good feeling, but is not a 
luxury package. The living 
room will be small but will 
have a vaulted ceiling. 
There will be a family room, 
but no formal dining room, 
no wet bar, and no double 
lavatories in the master 
suite."’ 

Small detached cluster 
homes of 1,100 to 1,650 sq. 
ft., selling for $30.000 to 
$40,000. On 3,000 sq. ft. 
fenced lots, these will be 


built in smaller numbers in 
older, close-in areas for 
young marrieds and ‘‘emp- 
ty nexters’’. ‘‘This will be a 
stripped-package and will 
undercut similar-sized sin- 
gle-family homes by 
$5,000."” 

Large single-family de- 
tached homes of 2,000 to 
3,000 sq. ft., selling in the 
$60,000 to $85,000 range. 
On 7,000 to 10,000 sq. ft. 
lots in established suburban 
areas, houses of this type 
are designed for the more 
affluent buyer in the 
35-to-S0 age bracket. 
“These homes are enter- 
taining-oriented and have 
everything: double entry 
doors, formal entries, sunk- 
en living rooms’ with 
conversation pits, wet bars, 
spacious dining rooms, 
upgraded kitchens with 
ceramic tile, great master 
Suites, usually four bed- 
rooms, and up to three 
baths.”’ 

Moderate-sized factory- 
built or panelized single- 
family homes of 1,000 to 
1,700 sq. ft., selling for 
$35.000 to $45,000. On 
6,000 to 10,000 sq. ft. lots, 


these homes will appeal to 
the 25-to-45 year-old family 
head in a rural or semi-rural 
area, usually in a commun- 
ity of under 15,000 people. 
“Factory housing will 
emerge for this difficult-to- 
satisfy market. Because the 
volume in such areas must 
be small, 25 to SO units per 
year, costs are forced up. 
Factory-built or panelized 
homes can compete will in 
these outlying commun- 
ities.’’ 

Single-story duplexes of 
1,100 to 1,600 sq. ft., selling 
for $30,000 to $45,000. 
These homes are built six to 
eight to the acre on smaller 
parcels in older areas and

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appeal toempty nesters and 
older families. ‘‘They look 
like single-family homes, 
which they undercut in 
price, and are more elegant 
than clusters. They respond 
to a void in the market and 
will provide good sales but 
not high volume, in the 
right location.”’ 

Mid-rise (three-story 
condominiums) of 900 to 
1,300 sq. ft., selling for 
$33,000 to $50,000. In or 
near urban areas, these are 
high density stacked units, 
18 to the acre. Appealing to 
executives, they

have extensive internal 
features and external re- 
creation facilities, including 
tennis, therapeutic pools, 
and saunas. ‘‘This kind of 
residence needs” mass 
transportation, So it is not 
surprising that it’s selling 
fast in the San Francisco 
Bay area, now that BART is 
there. 

‘. ‘Factory housing, which 
has remained active in some 
areas, will re-appear on a 
much wider basis. It'll be 
bett¢r designed and more 
successful, but will remain 
primarily a rural product.’’

Attorney Charles Post, Langer 
reports and the city attorney had 
stated that it was legal for Mayor Pro 
Tem Callahan to write such a letter 
on city stationery, at the city’s 
expense (secretarial staff was used) 
and to sign himself as the city’s 
Mayor Pro Tem, although the ideas 
in the letter might or might not 
necessarily represent every member 
of the council. 

Also brought to attention was the 
fact that in one sentence the letter 
uses the word ‘‘we’’ without 
specifying to whom it refers. 

“It may be legal,’’ Councilman 
Langer stated this week, ‘‘but we 
had always had an understanding 
that we wouldn’t do this sort of 
thing,’’ he recalled. 

The Scarpas who also received a 
copy of the letter along with City 
Administrator Edwin Powell and 
City Attorney Charles Post, issued a 
statement this week concerning 
Callahan’s attack. 

‘‘Bonnie and I feel no anger 
toward Councilman Mike Callahan 
who wrote the letter, evidently in 
anger,’’ Jack Scarpa writes. ‘‘It’s 
the kind of human error any one 
could make. What is shocking is that 
the letter was discussed in executive 
session of the City Council and no 
action was taken to clarify the official 
position of the city of Placentia to 
either Mr. Hawkins or myself. 

“The letter indicates that the 
councilman was speaking on behalf 
of the city.
